WHEREAS , the use of Aadhaar as an identity document for delivery of services or benefits or subsidies simplifies the 
Government delivery processes , brings in transparency and efficiency , and enables beneficiaries to get their entitlements 
directly in a convenient and seamless manner by obviating the need to produce multiple documents to prove one's identity ; 


AND WHEREAS , the Adi Dravidar and Tribal Welfare Department ( hereinafter referred to as the Department ) , is 
administering the State Post Matric Scholarship , Free Education upto Under Graduate level and Free education upto Post 
Graduate level ( Women ) ( hereinafter referred to as the Scheme ) for Scheduled Caste students and Scheduled Caste 
students converted to Christianity students which is being implemented through the Commissionerate of Adi Dravidar 
Welfare Department ( hereafter referred to as the Implementing Agency ) ;

NOW , THEREFORE , in pursuance of Section 7 of the Aadhaar ( Targeted Delivery of Financial and Other Subsidies , 
Benefits and Services ) Act , 2016 ( Central Act 18 of 2016 ) ( hereinafter referred to as the said Act ) , the Government of 
Tamil Nadu hereby notifies the following , namely :

( 2 ) Any individual desirous of availing benefits under the Scheme , who does not possess the Aadhaar number or , 
has not yet enrolled for Aadhaar , shall be required to make application for Aadhaar enrolment before registering 
for the Scheme provided that he is entitled to obtain Aadhaar as per Section 3 of the said Act and such 
individuals shall visit any Aadhaar enrolment centre ( list available at the Unique Identification Authority of India 
( UIDAI ) website www.uidai.gov.in ) to get enrolled for Aadhaar . 
( 3 ) As per regulation 12 of the Aadhaar ( Enrolment and Update ) Regulations , 2016 , the Department through 
its Implementing Agency , is required to offer Aadhaar enrolment facilities for the beneficiaries who are not yet 
enrolled for Aadhaar and in case there is no Aadhaar enrolment centre located in the respective Block or Taluk 
or Tehsil , the Department through its Implementing Agency shall provide Aadhaar enrolment facilities at convenient 
locations in coordination with the existing Registrars of UIDAI or by becoming a UIDAI Registrar themselves :
